ALLEGATIONS AGAINST A CERTAIN COAL COM1 ANY 


To the Editor, 

I was formerly an employee of a certain coal 
company and was dismissed from the post because I hoisted 
the national flag. The following are the particulars 
surrounding the caset- 

I joined the firm in question during the 1932 
hostilities. Upon seeing the fires and hearing the noise 
of gunfire in Chapei, our manager addressed the following 
words to a number of employeesi:- “The Japanese are 
barbarous. From now on, I will not deal with the Mitsui 
Bussan Kaisha and the Mitsubiah%’ Shoji Kaishae*® The 
cOal departments of these twe firms, however, enable coal 
merchants to make fortunes. 

When an armistice was reached and the Japanese 
troops had withdrawn from Ghapei, the manager forgot hie 
words and deait as usual with the Mitsui Buscan Kaisha 
and the Mitsubishi Shoji Kaisha. Despite the outbreak 
of the July 7 incident, the withdrawal of Chinese troops 
from Shanghai and the fall of Nanking, our manager was 
still closely related to these firms and furthermore, had 
secretly joined the Shanghai Citizens! Sooiety. Following» 
the assassination of Loh Pah-hong ( jZ/@}2) and the 
receipt of a letter of warning, he no longér dared to work 


for the Society. For this reason, the running dogs of 
the two firms could not but appoint one Huang (-—~ ), the 
fevourite of our mavager, to fill the vacancye sey 


On the anniversary of the August 13 inmeident, 
all shops in Shanghai hoisted the national flage However, 
our manager who is still a Chinese prohibited us from 
doing 80. From a motive of patriotism, I raised 
opposition to our managere Although justice overcomes 
might and the national flag was eventually hoisted, yet 
I have been dismissed from my firme
